Summary of reasons for decision: 

The Blu-ray disc contains eight episodes from the second season of the American television 
drama "Weeds", and some additional material relating to the series. The episodes were previously 
examined on DVD over two discs by the Classification Office and the decisions registered on 3 
July 2008 (OFLC No. 800953 & 800955). Both discs were classified as "Objectionable except if 
the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 16 years", 
with the descriptive note "Drug use, sex scenes and offensive language". In addition to the 
episodes, the Blu-ray disc contains a component entitled 'Conrad's Grow Room', which discusses 
the hydroponic cultivation of "tomatoes", a loosely veiled attempt at disguising the fact that what 
is being discussed is the cultivation of cannabis. This component increases the extent and degree 
to which the publication encourages criminal activity. When considering the effect of this 
component on the publication as a whole, a change in classification is required, restricting the 
availability of the Blu-ray Disc to an adult audience. Adults are more likely to know the law and 
the possible consequences of their actions surrounding cannabis use and cultivation. A restriction 
on the availability of the publication to adults will prevent the likelihood of injury to the public 
good. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
on the application of all the classification criteria. The publication's classification is reasonable, 
justified and in accordance with the law. This limitation on the publication's availability is the 
minimum restriction that can be applied in order to prevent likely injury to the public good.
